Continuance of Expert Testimony in 
tbe Guiteau Trial. 


The Assassin Creates More Scenes 
in Court. 


Eads’ Ship Railway—Cengressional Pro- 
ceedings—Political News— Washing- 
ton Gossip—Capitol Notes. 


The Guiteau Trial. 

WASHINGTON, December 13.—Dr, Spitzka re- 
sumed his testimony inthe Guiteau case to- 
day. Corkhill took a slip of paper upon which 
was drawn a diagram of the human head and 
said: 

‘*‘Now, Doctor, supposing this to be the 
prisoner’s head, will you please point out the 
inequalities to which you referred ycster- 
day?’’ 

Before any reply could be made Guiteau rais- 
ed a laugh by saying: 

‘*That accounts for it: A hatter came to see 
me this morning and offered me a hat ifI 
would let him take my head. I got the hat, 
but you don’t pay for it, Corkhill. Oh, no! 
the Governmcnt will have to do so.’’ 

Witness went on to give his reasons for con- 


sidering the prisonerinsane. Upon a ques- 
tion being asked by Oorkhill, Guiteau broke 
in with: ‘I have been looking up your record, 
Corkhfll, and I’1ll show you up.’’ 
@BSubsequently Guiteau again interrupted the 
examination and shonted: ‘‘I seethat crank 
Talmage has been doing some sensationalism 
business inthis case. He had better go slow. 
He has been before his synod several 
times for lying, and has a reputation in New 
york for running a fast house of prostitution. 
I have got my eye on several of these cranks, 
and if they don’t go siow I’ll give some more 
of them some free advertising. The high ton- 
ed portion of the American people are »egin- 
ning to take the right view of this case.’’ 

Scoville endeavored to introduce as evidence 
what he (Scoville) had said in relation to Shaw 
a witness forthe prosecution by asking witness 
to state to the jury what he (s@eoviile) 
had told him, witness said he had learned in 
regard to Shaw. 

Objection was made and eustained, when 
Guiteau shouted out: ‘*We have found out 
that Shaw was guilty of perjury in New Jersey 
and wastold by a judge from the bench that he 
ought to be convicted and sent to prison. We 
also know that English was convicted of a low 
crime in Ireland. The jury ought to know 
what kind of witnesses you are bringing here 
to ruin my reputation.’’ 

Witness thoughtthe proper way to summon 
experts would be for the court to summon 
them irrespective of the chances of what their 
testimony wight be. Corkhill insisted that 
witness had attacked the character and hon- 
esty of the experts who were supposed to en- 
tertain an opposite opinion from himself on 
the prisoner's sanity. Guiteau interrupted 
in his most angry mood, and shaking his head 
at Col. Corkhill shouted, ‘‘It is the 
unanimous judgment ot the American 
people that you are & coOnsulnmate 
jackass, Corkhill. This gentleman is an honest 
man, andif your skuli was notsothick you 
would see it.’’ 

Witness desired to explain his position and 
said: ‘‘Il do not hesitate to reiterate my opin- 
ion that an expert who willin this court testify 
tnat the prisone: is sane, is, in my opinion, no 
expert or a dishonest one.’’ 

Dr. Fordyce Barker, of New York, was next 
examined. The audience listened intently as 
the distinguished physician defined insanity 
and several Phuses thereof. 
Barker’s comprehensive and 
tive conclusions were all 
accord withthe theory of the prosecution. 
Judge Cox requested the wiltness to expiuin to 
thejury what he meunt by irresistible im- 
puise, andthe answer was: ‘‘Perversions of 
emotions to such a degiee #8 to produce 
conduct entirely at variance with 
the individual's former life, and to 
such a degree as to controithe will power, 
would constituie an irresistible impulse.’’ 

Guiteau: ‘‘l wantto ask you, where a man 
isimpelleda to commita crime by an impulse 
he cannot resist, is he sane or insane?’’ 

Answer: ‘‘Whenthat fact can be proved, 
sir, itis insanity.’’ 

Guiteau: ‘‘That’sjust my case, sir’’ (with 
an air of perfect satisfaction). Then turning 
to Scovilie: ‘‘CUome, that’s the whole case. 
Let's huve a recess—I’m getting hungry.’’ 

Mrs. Scoville desired to ask a question. 

Guitexau (impaiienily): ‘‘On, you kee 
still; it’s all they can doto put up with me.’ 

Judge Cox assented and Mr. Scoville asked: 
‘‘Can a man be born insane?’’ 

Answer: ‘‘No, madame. Hecould be born 
an idiotoranim .+cile. Insanity is an ac- 
quired state after birth.’’ Recess.

Senator Hoar, from the Committe on Rules, 
reported back the resolution for a select com- 
mittee of seven, to be appointed by thechair, 
On the extension of suffrage to women or the 
removal of their legal disabilities. He asked 
unanimous consent for the present consider- 
a oe the resolution and Senator Vest ob- 
jected. 

Senator Ransom submitted a resolution 
constituting aselect committee of five to in- 
quire and report asto the condition of the 
Potomac River from the city of Washington 
the navigability of said river, the effecto 
bridges across the same upon navigation, 
floods andthe health of the city and whats 
action ought to be taken in the premises, ete, 
Adopted and Senators Ransom, Jones (Nev.), 
Kellogg, Conger and Vest constituted the 
committee. 

At the close of the morning business Senator 
Pendleton took the floor upon his bill to regu- 
late and improve the civil service. He defined 
the spoils system thus: ‘*The uni- 
versal rule—if there be any ex- 
ception it only emphasizes the rule— 
is service and office, partisan work anéd official 
salary as pay and a change inthe oftice- 
holder as soon asthe salary shall have been 
paid for the work or a better or newer worker 
appears.’’ He traced Guiteau’s mo- 
tive in shooting President Garfield and 
said: ‘*The fact is patent be 
he wanted an office and did not get it, and 
believed the P. esident was responsible forhis 
failure. He wantedanew deal, «a new distri- 
bition of offices. He believed a new 
President would make a new distribu- 
tion, .and that he would have another 
chance The desire for office and the belief 
that be had earned it, the belief that the 
Presideut could and ought to divide the 
spoils among victors, the brutality of our 
politics, which traduces the character and 
vilifies the motives whenever a difference of 
Opision or action exists—these made 
crime possible; these made it possibile for

that not only do they neglect the dut 
islation but too often they are tempted © 
their friends and supporters and are almost co~ 
erced to make the support of an administra- 
tion conditional upon obtaining offices 
for their friends. Nor is this al 
or even the worst. This appeal tothe love of 
money andthe love of patronage as rtimu- 
lants to exertion creates a flerce and brutal 
party *spirit which stops at no wrong in 
the accomplishment of its. end. It 
makes an Intellectual exercise of 
eiective franchise impossible. It makes 
a free élection and fair count impossible. It 
levies contriutions upon the salaries of all of- 
fices and expends the vast sums thus collect- 
ed in corrupting votes. It lowers the tone and 
degrades the eentiment not only of 
public men but, more important. still 
of the whole peopie bebind them. We mass 
supplant this system. We must chase it out 
with hue and cry. In-its place we must put 
another and hetter system, tounded on the 
idea that public offices are public trusts, to be 
administered solely for the public good; that 
the fittest. men sha}! admimister them until 
still fitter and better men shall be found; 
that offices have noright to be except that 
the faithbfu. execution et the duties attached . 
to them necessary to public welfare and 
the maximum of efficiency and minimum 
of cost constitute the condition on which 
they should exist. We must establish the idea 
thatthe business ot fifty-millions of people 
must be transacted by busixess men upom 
business principles and ali the 
more rigidly and faithfully because 
it is the business ef the people.’’ 
Pendleton then explained at length the scope 
of his bill, saying he iuvited criticism and the 
discussion of it. He closed as follows: ‘‘la 
peal to the Senators on the other side 
of this chamber. Yon havethe Administration; 
you have the offices; you are enjoying 
the powerana emoluments. This bill oes 
notcisturb youin the. possession of them. 
And I appealto the Senators en this side of 
chamber. Weare in the minority; we have 
no offices now. The chances of time will 
sooner or later put them within our 
rasp. Let us now deciare that we will 
lave none of these offices except those which 
may be won by merit. Let us give this mn 
earnest of our sincerity in our great reform. 
Let us give this token of purity and 
patriotism of our coming administration of the 
government. Let us convince the people, 
even our opponents, that we contend for 
power, not that we way enjoy the emoluments 
of office. but (hat we mav lead the country 
the pathways of adva: cement and beneficencs 
under the iuspiration ot trae Democracy. 
Patronage, however plessant fo the moment is 
a curse to any wan or party. Let us put it be- 
hind us now. Letus dotheright now. Let 
us destroy it mow. and we will in future 
reao our fall inestimable reward ip 
having disengeged our party and our 
President trom the influences which willeuré- 
ly plant the seeds of early defeat in eur com- 
ing victory and in having saved our country

Red-Hlanded Criminals Convicted, Sen- 
tenced and yet to be Tried. 


The machinery of the criminal courts which 
grind out justice in this community has ap- 
parently received new force since the begin- 
ping of the present legal year. A good indi- 
cation of the speed of the mill of justice is 
the disposition of the highest crimes coming 
under the jurisdiction of the courts. The 
cases of murder aod manslaughter finally 
disposed of in this community make a very 
creditable snowing forthe tribunals under 
whose jurisdiction these important matters 
came inthe last half year. The rapid in- 
crease of murder in this city during the past 
year forcibly sugcested the necessity of hav- 
ingsome law on the subject. Foraterm of 


twelve months the Coroner reports thirty 
inquests under the caption of “murder” in 
his annual statement. If che courts continue, 
however, to push on these cases with 
the desirable and respectable rapidity with 
which? they are now disposing of cases, the 
population of **Murderers’ Row’’ will de- 
crease materially by the time that the 
thoughts of some of the young men of that 
sommunity should have lightly turned to 
thoughts of love. Vennor’s prophecies as to 
next summer in this locality will be of no in- 
terest to some of these men who have lived 
behind the bars for years. 

The cases of the occupants of “*Murder- 
era’ Row’? will all be calledin the various 
courts before January 1,and many of them 
will be disposed of before that time. Since 
the July term of the Criminal Court the fol- 
lowing cases have been disposed of finally by 
that tribunal: 

Yatrick Heffernan, who killed Fred, Kick- 
er with a poker and was charged with man- 
slaughter, was discharged on the evidence. 

Patrick Gallagher, inflicting a fatal wound 
on Henry Freund at the Vulcan Iron Works, 
murder in second degree. se ntenced to three 
years in the Penitentiary. 

John C. Schnaufer, who shot and killed a 
butcher at Third and Spruce streets, mur- 
der in first degree,; was discharged on evi- 
dence. 

Jacob Anslinger, who fatally stabbed 
Louis Wittgenstein, was charged with mur- 
der in first degree, convicted of manslaught- 
er and sentenced to two years in the Peni- 
tentiary. 

Michael J. Reilly, who killed Alfred C. 
Hatch, was discharged by dudge Laughlin, 
in the Criminal Court. 

Frank McGarry and John Walsh, who 
were charged with assisting at the killing of 
John Matihaei at Central Turner Hail, were 
discharged in the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion yesterday. The cases were nolle pros- 
red. 

Wm. MacQueen,the old Scotchman who 
brained his wife at Fifteenth and Spruce, 
was charged with murder in the first degree, 
pleaded guiity to murder in the second de- 
gree, and was sentenced to ten years in the 
Peniteutiary. 

The status ofthe cases of the men now 
contined in Murderers’ Row at the Four 
Courts was obtained with some little difli- 
culty, and is as follows: 

Chas. F. Kring, committed to jail January 
11, 1875, is before the Supreme Court, to be 
arcued on the 19th inst. 

Jesern Kotovsky, for the murder of 
Augusia Simons at Eighth aad Gratiot 
itreets, committed to jail October 21, 1878, 
isnow under sentence of death from the 
Supreme Court. Execution January 6, 
J&s1. 

William Henry Erb killed his wife and was 
committed to jail June 23, 1879, andis now 
under sentence fromthe Supreme Court to 
expiate bis crime on the 30th. 

Thaddeus Baber killed his mistressand her 
mother, and was committed August 19, 1879. 
His case has been argued and submittted, 
and taken under advisement. 

E. @. Rickard shotand killed Mrs. Wilson 
at Seventh and Chestnut streets, was com- 
mitted to jail November 26, 1880, and is now 
awaiting hearing in the Court of Appeals. 

Arthur and Emile Rosey, charged with 
killing Patrick Scanlan on Franklin avenue, 
committed March 2, 1851, awaiting trial in 
Criminal Court. 

Charles Phillips, charged with killing Jo- 
seph Buehler, an old furniture car driver, at 
Bam berger’s Park, cormmmitted to jail July 22, 
1881, is awaiting trialin the Criminal Court. 

Patsy Early, charged with killing Bully 
Louderman at Sixth and Chestnut streets, 
committed to jail August 15, 1881, is awaiting 
trial in Criminal Court. 

John Hayes, who killed Phillip Muller at 
Grand and Kossuth avenues, committed to jail 
August 30, 1881, is awaiting trial in the Crim- 


inal Court. 

John H. Parker, charged with eens a 
man at Fifth and éhristy avenue, is awaiting 
trial in the Criminal Cnurt. He was com- 
mitted to jail August 22, 1881. 

Michael Walsh, charged with killing John 
Smith at Levee and Poplar streets, commit- 
ted to jail September 27, 1881, is awaiting 
trial in the Criminal Court.

LOUISVILLE TRADE FORTY-ONE YEARS AGO. 
The Louisville and New Orleans boats were 
famed in their day, and were celebrated even 
in the early days of steamboating for speed 
and comfort. Among the first was the Gen. 
Brown, Capt. Frank Carter. She made the 
time to Louisville in seven and a half days. 
The Mediterranean, Capt. Robert Baldwin, 
was the largest and finest boat of this time 
and for speed and splendor was regarde 
then as the J. M. White of to-day is. The 
William French, named after the celebrated 
boat-builder of Louisvlile, was also considered 
very fast. The Homer, Capt. A. W. Quarrier, 
was an 800-ton boat, hag a double cabin, one 
above the other, the first boat built after that 
style. She was not a success, however, as far 
as speed was concerned, occupying ten days 
in the trip up. Im 1848 the first racers, the 
Edward Shippen, Capt. Jos. Coombs, and the 
Diana, Capt. Frank Carter, were built. They 
were of fine models, 26-inch cylinders and six 
boilers. They made the runto Louisville in 
the then wonderful time of six and one-half 
days, and as they came over the falls half of 
the people were down on the wharf to wilt- 
ness their arrival. The Ambassador and 
Louisiana were also noted boats, but not 80 
fast as the Shippen or Diana. Three years 
later the Belle Key and the Bostona made 
the trip in six days, as did the Peytona 
and Rainbow. In those days there were no 
boiler inspectors, and all the steam was car- 


ried that could be raised. Capts. Robert 
Baldwin and Frank Carter are still living, 


residents of Louisville, the latter gentleman 
being president of the Louisville and Cincin- 
nati Mail Line.

REDUCE THE TARIF®S. 

Gov. Grinnell, of Iowa, inthe recent New 
York Convention of Tariffites, said that 
Iowa raised 275,000,000 bushels of corn and 
he wanted to see it consumed here and under 
the American flag. ‘‘Something too much of 
this,”? with a vengeance. Outside the Mis- 
sissippi Valley we raise about enough 
breadstuffs for local consumption, so that 
our export of these articles will approximate 
the measure of our surplus production in the 
valley. Our agricultural exports amount to 
about 84 per cent ef our total exports, cotton 
and breadstuffs alone exceeding $5090,000,000, 
and GOV. GRINNELL wants it consumed here. 
He cannot mean it. If he does there are 
more intelligent menin Iowa. The current 
number ofthe Edinburgh Review quotes a 
letter from a fellow-c itizen of the Governor, 
written to the Chicago Times, of April 16, 
containing among others this’ significant 
item: 

The duty on steel wire is 2X cents per 
pound, and the effect of the dutyistoadd at 
least 3 cents tothe price. Countinga pound 
to the rod, it would costto fence Iowa into 
forty-acre lots, with alaneon every section, 
$5,000,000 for the protection on each wire in the 
fence. * * * * The duty on steel rails is 
$28 perton. Thisincreases the cost of one 
laying by $2,500 to $3,500a mile, and allowing 
for renews adds $5,000 to $7 ,000 per mile to the 
cost of railroads. The dividend on this has to 
be paid by those who use the roads. So with 
equipment and ailsimilar expenses. This be- 
ing a corn-growing State and corn being a 
bulky crop, lowa isespecially injured by this 
class of duties. 

If GOV. GRINNELL will consult the report 
of the Commissioner of Agriculture he will 
find that Iowa stands nearly at the bottom 
in the value per acre ofits products, and one 
of the chief reasons is that their surplus 
must help pay the dividends on 90,000 miles of 
protected rails in the State, nearly $450,000,000. 
DaVID A.WELLS, in the last North American, 
in an article on Reform in Federal Taxation, 
demonstrates within a reasonable certainty 
that our interest-bearing debt can be paid off 
in ten years, ifthe duties are not reduced, 
though some of the bonds are payable in 1907 
and these would have to be purchased at 
heavy premium. With more revenues than 
we need, already burdened with many un- 
reasonable duties, these Protectionists, like 
the horse-leech’s daughter of old, cry “give, 
give,”’ and it will no longer serve their turn 
to plead necessity. The quinine manufac- 
turers last year pleaded necessity, yet they 
sell 40 per cent lower and still run their cor- 
nershops. Inthe Review first mentioned 
there is astorytold in Parliament by Mr. 
Cross. An M. P. had been visited by a half 
dozen sugar-refiners of Liverpool, who told 
the usual dismal story of “protection or 
bust’’ and asked him to support Mr. Rur- 
CHIK’S motion to le\ya duty on refined sugar.

The probabilities are tnat before another 
twelve montns North St. Louis will have a 
bridge to span the Mississippi River. The 
question is now being discussed, and a public 
meeting in reference to the matter will short- 
ly be called at the Sturgeon Market Hall. The 
prime movers in the matter are Mr. 
Gus. Sessinghans, president of the 


Jefferson Flouring Mills, Tenth and North 
Market streets, and Mr. Gerbardt Boecken- 
kamp, the lumber merchant at Ninth and 
Monroe streets. Both of these gentlemen are 
heart and soulinthe matter, and say they 
are determined that North St. Louis shall 
have abridge of its own. Steps will at once 
be taken to secure the co-operation 
ofthe business men, and it is proposed to 
opena subscription list and ascertain dy that 
meansthe amount of money that can be ob- 
tained, and for that purpose . J. R. Imsie- 
pen, Constable of the Tenth District Court, 
will begin a canvass some time during the 
month. It is also proposed to appoint 
a committee of prominent men _ to 
wait on the various railroad officials 
and ascertain what aid they will give the en- 
terprise. The proposed route of tne bridge is 
from the foot of North Market street over to 
Brooklyn, Ill., and itis intended thatit shall 
be for wagons and passengers as well as for 
cars. The subject of this matter has been 
under consideration for the last year, and, 
after securing points and figures onthe matter, 
the gentlemen mentioned have concluded that 
the bridge can pe built if the proper assist- 
anceis given bythe merchants and railroad 
companies. A structure to span the Missis- 
sippi Kiver inthe northern part of the city 
cannot fail to prove of immense advantage 
to the merchants and lumber deal- 
ers, for as it is now all of the 
freight consigned to North St. Louis has to 
come hy way of East St. Louis and then be 
transferred in wagons to its destination, caus- 
ing not only great delay but expense. rs) 
lumber for the No1th St. Louis yards, which

wife and a mother. Mrs. Wagner avers that 
her husband on toe other hand wilfully refus- 
ed and neglected to support his tamily tora 
period of three years; that he wrongtully 
charged his wife with =a em ff and upon sév- 
eral occasions cruelly whipped her, beside call- 
ing her horribie names, During Is74 Mrs. Wagner 
aileaes that her husband drove her outof the 
house at midnight, compelling her to seek 
shelter and provection beneath the rovi ot her 
sister,and on one occasion injis74 her husband 
beat her and fired a pistol. Mrs. Wagner 
further charges that her husband 
denied the paternity of the sec- 
ond child, and that in September, 1880, he 
cruelly whipped his wife, wrencning her arin 
and so abusing her that it became hecessary 
to eallin the police.

How Presbyterianism Flourishes Among the 
Five Tribes. 


Rev.S.A.Stoddara, of Muscogee, Indian 
Territory, visited the rooms of the Presbyter- 
ian Boardof Publication this morning. He 
was accompanied asfar as 8t. Louis by Hon. 
J.J. Tufts, U. 8. Indian agent for the five 


civilized tribes, J. 8S. Atkinson and wife, all 
of Muscegee, asoby Judge Stidman, of Eu- 
falla, Indian re ere ye? & He reports the death 
last Wednesday of Rev. Steven Forenan, 75 
yearsofage, and the oldest and only na- 
tive Presbyterian preacher of the Oherokee 
nation. The Indian was buried at Park Hill, 
the o)d Mission station. Mr. Stoddard states 
thatthe Preavyterianism in Mission work is 
making rapid advancement in the line of 
churches and schoo)s. There are four 
churches in the Cherokee nation, tbree 
in the Creek nation, and one church and a 
Mission school inthe Seminole nation. The 
Spencer Academy in the Choctaw nation, 
rormerly under the supervision of the South 
Presbyterian Uhurch, will hereafter be con- 
trolled by the Board of Foreign 
ruissions of the North Presbyterian Church. A 
new mission school is soon to be erected in the 
Choctaw Nation near the Spencer Academy. 
Tiere are two large high schoolsin the Chero- 
kee Nation, one for males exclusively and the 
other for females: alse an orphan asylum, 
and orphan high school combined which both 
Sexes attend. Each of these achools is capa- 
bie of accommodating 150 pupils. There are 
are also over 100 day schools in the Chero- 
kee Nation taught indiscriminately 
by white and native teachers who receive 
rrom $30 to $35 amonth. The Creeks have 
thirty day schools, allof which are taught in 
the Fame way. The Seminoles 
have one mission school and about 
five day schools. The Mission 
schools are supported by the Indian National 
fund. Anew passenger depot is being built 
at Muscogee. The most prominent men of the 
nation take a greatinterest in the churches 
and schools, inthe schools especially. The 
te = maa arethe most advanced of all the 
ribes.

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THE RAILWAYS. 


A Series of Important Meetings An- 
nounced. 


The Thos. A. Scott Memorial—Restrain- 
ing the N. Y. C. & St. L—Wa- 
ges Going Up. 


The new timetable of the Vandalia Road 


goes into effecton Sunday next. Besides the } 


shortening up of the time to New York it is 
expected that an important change will be 
made in the train now leaving St. Louis até 
o’clock for Effingham. It is proposed 
to start this train at 7o’clockin the morning 
andrunit through to Indianapolis, but this 
change has not been fully decided upon. 
To-morrow the representatives of the differ- 
ent roads centreing in Indianapolis will meet 
in that city for the purpose of 
adjusting rates. It is probable that a pool 
will be formed. There are now twelve roads 
running out of Indianapolis, and as there has 
been no arrangement between those lines 


the cutting has been simply frightful. It has 
one so far that none of the roads can make 
any money. The chancesare numerous that all 
the rates out of Indianapolis will be stiffened 
considerably. 

The trouble at Indianapolisis vety similar 
to that at Kansas City and other Missouri 
River points, where the cutting recently has 
beea severe make 
the average railroad man shudder 
to think about it. There will be 
a meeting of the roads interested in Chicago 
on December 16th, to attempt to tone things 
up. It was the original purpose to hold this 
meeting in Kansas City, but all the parties 
in interest will be in Chicago on that date, 
after attending the regular commis- 
sion weeting called by OCommis- 
sioner Dixon for December [6th. It 
is not considered at all likely that anything 
will be done for the Missouri River rates just 
yet. None of the roads have had quite fighting 
enough. 

This meeting in Chicago on the 16th must not 
be confounded with the meeting of the 
Southwestern Association in St. Louis on the 
last Wednesday of December. The Southwest- 
ern people wiil simply tackie the problem of 
theproper increased allotments to the Mis- 
souri Pacific, caused by its assimilation of 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas and a couple 
of small roads. 

On December 15 there will bea meeting of 
pomenser agents in Chicago at which a St. 

uis delegation, consisting of H. C. Towns- 
hend and Geo. A. Daniels, of the Wabash, 
D. B. Martin, oftheI. & St. L., and John M. 
Chesbrough, ofthe Vanaalia, will be present 
to agree on some general scheme for the abol 
ition of the payment of commissions to ticket 
agents. 

Mr. James McCabe, for a long time Assist- 
ant Superintendent of the Chicago and North- 
western, has accepted a call to the Atchison, 
Topeka and santa Fe. 

Some of the friends of the late Col. 
Thomas A. Soott, of the Penn- 
syivania Railroad, have reeeived copies of a 
circular which has been addressed to all the 
friends of the deceased gentleman. This cir- 
cular proposes that a memorial for perpetuat- 
ing his memory be erected to be called the 
**Thos. A. Scott morial Church,’’ the pews | 
of which shall befree. Thefunds are to be 
mainly contributed by those associated with 
Col. Scottin the Pennsylvania Raliroad, and 
the church will be mainly for the use of em- 
ployes of the Pennsylvania road and their 
families. It is proposed to raise $50,000, buy 
the Grace Evangelical-Lutheran Charch of 
Philadelphia, the pastor of which is thorough- 
ly in accord with the movement, and make 
the necessary alterations. Tne fund will be 
in the custody of B. B. Cernegys, 
E. E. Rollins, Stephen A. Caldwell, Frank 8S. 
Bond and E. Harper Jeffries.

A Cold Spell Expected—Pecullar Phenom- 
enon This Morning. 


An extraordinary change in the weather is 
expected to-night, or at least before to-mor- 


row. The stations in the Northwest re- 
lower temperature this morn: 
ing than at any time during 
the present season. The temperature 


of the weather takeu at 7 o’clock at the Signal 
Service was 60 degrees above zero. A fall of 
30 degrees will undoubtedly be experienced 
before nighttall. The wind at11:15 this morn- 
ing was west, gradually pushing aroundte 
ward the northwest.This verifies the prediction 
made in the indications from Washington for 
the oe + that weather would change to 
cold beforethe next twenty-four hours. It 
will probably be too coldforsnow. The fol- 
lowing is a report of the stations in 
the northwest connected with the 
Signal Service office: Beaufort, Dakota, 
temperature 14 degress below zero, weather 
clear; Bismarck,Dak., tempersture8 degrees 
below zero, weather ciear; Morehead, Dik., 
temperature 2 degrees below zero, weather 
elear. This morning about 11:10 a very inter- 
esting and peculiar phenomenon wus wit- 
nessed from the Signal Service office, in the 
action of the northwest wind encountering 
a southerly current, and producing upon the 
clouds with which the sky wasthen overcast 
avery marked and decided outline extending 
from about 10 degs. from the horizon. While 
that portion of clouds which was already act- 
ed upon by this coming current was of a very 
light appearance, the other portion, which 
nearly covered the entire sky, presented a 
darkish, slate-colored appearance. In about 
five minutes the uniform expanse of cumulo- 
stratus cloud was observed.
